The  suninary  for  Colorado  gives  the  f^enoral  requirements  for  shipping 
nurserv  stock  into  that  State,  as  well  as  digests  of  the  State  plant  quar- 
antines and  regulations  affecting  interstate  shipments.    An  appendix  fur- 
nishes infomation  on  pont-office  requirements  for  mailing  plants  as  woD.l 
as  teri.dnal-inspcction  procedure.    This  surxnarj'  docs  not  include  ligestr. 
of  nursery-stock  or  plant-qur.rar.tine  requirements  re.lcting  to  the  aovcmcnt 
of  plants  entirely  within  the  State. 

The  information  contained  in  this  circular  is  "belie^'-ed  to  b3  correct 
and  complete  up  to  the  time  of  proprration,  but  it  is  not  intender"  tn  bo 
used  independently  of  or  as  a  substitut::  for  the  original  texts  of  tlio 
regulations  and  qunranti no s  and  it  is  not  to  be  interpreted  as  legally 
authoritative.

In  addition  to  Stato  recuircnents,  shippers  will  need  to  take,  i-:to 
consideration  applicable  plant  quarantines  of  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture.     In  most  instances  those  quarantines  regvdatc  the  inter- 
state movement  of  specified  plants,  plant  products,  o.nd  other  articles 
from.  desi::natcd  regulated  areas.    However,  somo  of  these  quarantine's  regu- 
late the  interstate  movement  of  certain  articles  into  designated  protected 
areas.

Ano""  shipment  of  plant  material  that  is  found,  or  deemed  liable,  to 
carry  pests  or  is  in  violation  of  any  Colorado  or  Fedei*al  cuaraiitine  may 
he  sent  out  of  the  State  or  destroyed  immediately  at  the  expense  of  the 
ov/ner.

Regulated  articles, — All  varieties,  including  the  flowering  forms,  of 
almond,  apjole,  r'.pricot,  cherry,  chokechorry,  hawthorn  (Crataegus  spp, ) , 
nectarine,  peach,  pear,  plum,  and  qiiince  trees  '^.nd  parts  thereof,  in- 
cluding the  fresh  fruits,  grown  in  or  shipped  from  the  infested  terri- 
tory, and  used  containers  of  such  fruits. 

Fursery  stock;  conditions  governing  shipment, — Limited  quantities  of 
"budwood  or  scions  of  the  aboire-naned  trees,  except  chokecherry  and 
hawthorn,  will  "be  admitted  into  the  designated  protected  areas  of  Colorado 
during  the  period  iTovember  1  to  April  1  under  permit  from  the  Chief, 
Division  of  Plant  Industrj--,     Persons  moicin-;  application  for  such  permit 
should  state  (l)   the  name  and  address  of  the  shipper,  (2)   the  locality 
where  the  hudwood  or  scions  were  grown,  (3)   the  quantity  and.  kind  of 
such  stock  to  he  shipped,  and  Q})   the  importer  in  Colorado  to  whom,  the 
permit  is  to  be  sent. 

Bare-rooted  trees  of  the  above-named  kinds,  except  hawthorn,  will  be 
admitted  into  the  protected  areas  of  Colorado  during  the  period  November 
1  to  June  1  when  fumigated  according  to  Approved  methods  and  so 
certified.     The  trees  must  be  protected  from  post-funigation  infes- 
tation, their  indentity  maintained,  and  the  packing  material  of  such 
nature  and  so  safeguarded  as  to  prevent  carrying  the  pest. 

fHimigation  of  fruits. — Fresh  fruits  af  all  the  regulated  plants  will  be 
admitted  to  the  protected  areas  of  Colorado  only  when  fumigated  according 
to  approved  methods  d'siring  the  period  May  1  to  October  yi  a-nd  so  certified, 
except  that  fruit  fumigated  prior  to  October  yi  a-nd  subsequently  placed  in 
cold  storage  m.py  be  certified,  if  protected,  and  indentity  maintained. 

Contadners  and  ti"licks»T'~Used  containers  from  infested  or  unidentified 
areas  may  net  enter  the  protected  areas  of  Colorado  unless  they  have  been 
fumigated  as  prescribed  and  sc.  certified.     Trucks  or  other  vechicles  enter- 
ing the  protected  areas  of  Colorado  must  be  free  of  oriental  fru.it  moth 
or  be  thoroughly  cleaned. 

Certificates. — Each  shipment  of  regulated  articles  from,  the  infested  ter- 
ritory'" to  the  pr'' ttected  areas  of  Colorad.o  must  be  accompanied  by  the  re- 
quired fumigation  certificate  of  t  .e  State  of  origin,  giving  details  of 
treatment,  number  and  contents  of  shipment,  and  n^^-Vies  and  s-ddressos  of 
consignee  -""^nd  consignor,  and  certifying;  that  shipment  was  not  e:<posed  to 
post- fumigation  infestation.    A  copy  of  such  certificate  riUst  be  sent  to 
the  Chief,  Division  of  Plant  Industry,  Denver.

Conditions  governing  shipment, — Transportation  of  the  restircted  articles 
from  any  regulated  area  into,  x^ithin,  or  from  Colorado  is  permitted  only 
when  there  is  attached  to  each  shipment  a  valid  peach-mosaic  inspection 
certificate  of  the  State  of  origin,  bearing  the  name  and  address  of  the 
shipper. 

Conditions  of  certification.  —  Certificates  r.iay  be  issued  on  condition 
that  all  diseased  trees  o.re  reuovcd  from  the  environs  of  nurseries  and 
budwood  sources  for  a  radius  of  1  m.ile  by  or  before  May  1^,  provided  that 
certificates  will  not  be  issued  for  1  year  following  the  finding  of  mosaic 
infection  either  in  or  immediately  adjacent  to  a  nursery  block  or  budwood 
orchard.     The  an.nual  inspection  of  host  trees  within  such  1-mile  radius  is 
required.    All  budvrood  secured  in  or  shipped  from  a  regulated  area  must  be 
cut  under  the  supervision  of  an  inspector  and  be  covered  by  a  specia.l 
certificate. 


These  restrictions  do  not  apply  to  shipments  to  the  U.  S.  Department 
of  Agriculture  or  to  recognized  State  institutions  for  experimental  or 
scientific  purposes  except  that  a  permit  is  required  for  movement  into 
the  Sti.-.te  of  such  articles.

Each  shipin;-nt  of  potatoes  from  the  infested  area  into  Colorado  must 
he  accompanied  hi'  State-of-origin  certification  at  the  point  of  origin 
that  (l)   the  district  of  origin  is  apparently  moth-free  as  determined  "by 
checking  hy  light-traps  and  field  inspections,  or  "by  other  satisfactory 
means,  and  inspection  of  the  potatoes  when  readj''  for  shipment  revealed 
no  infestation,  or  (2)  the  potatoes  were  fiimigated  "by  one  of  the  pre- 
scrihcd  methods.     Such  certificates  must  state  dates  of  inspection  or 
treatment,   shipping  point,  numher  of  containers  in  shipment,  car  or  truck 
name  and  number,  and  names  and  addresses  of  shipper  and  consignee.  A 
copy  of  such  certificate  must  he  mailed  to  the  Chief,  Division  of  Plant 
Indus tr;:,',  Denver. 

Carriers  are  required  to  report  the  arrival  of  potatoes  grown  in 
the  infested  area  and  to  hold  them  for  inspection  and  release.

Shipments  of  celery  plants  originating  in  any  area  not  listed  as  in- 
fested and  moving  into  Colorado  must  bear  a  certificate  of  the  State  of 
origin  stating,  "Celery  plants  grown  in  an  area  not  know  to  be  infected 
with  Western  celery  mosaic." 

Carriers  are  required  to  report  the  arrival  of  celery  shipments  and 
to  hold  them  for  inspection  and  release.

APP3FDIX 


Requirements  for  Mailin,^  Plants  and  Plant  Products 

Under  the  postal  laws  and  r'^-^ulations ,  nursery  stock,   inclur'in^^  all 
field-^rown  .florists'  stock,  trees,  shrubs,  vines,  cuttings,  §;rafts, 
scions,  buds,  fruit  pits,  and  other  seeds  of  fruit  and  ornamentp.l  trees 
or  shrubs,  and  other  plants  and  plant  products  for  propagation,  includin<^ 
strawberry  plants  ( except  field,  veget^ible,  and  flower  seeds,  beddin;^ 
plants  and  other  herbaceous  plants,  bulbs,  and  roots),  may  bo  admitted  to 
the  mails  only  when  accompanied  by  a  State  inspection  certificate  to  the 
effect  that  the  nurserj/^  or  premises  from  which  such  stock  is  shipped  has 
been  inspected  within  a  year  and  found  free  from  injurious  insects  and 
plant  diseases.    Parcels  containing  such  nursery  stock  must  be  plainly 
marked  to  show  the  nature  of  the  contents  and  the  name  and  aidress  of 
the  sender,     (Postal  Laws  and  Regulations  19^0,  sec.  595.)  Inspection 
and  certification  must  be  done  by  a  plr.nt  quarantine  official  of  the  State 
or  origin.    An  individual  mailing  of  such  planl^  or  plant  products,  if 
from  uninspected  premises,  will  also  be  accepted  upon  examination  and  cer- 
tification by  a  Stf^te  plant  quarantine  official.    The  address  of  the 
Colorado  plant  quarantine  official  is  given  in  the  preceding  summary. 

Terminal  Inspection  of  Mail  Shipments  of  Plants  and  Plant  Products 
(Act  Mar.  h,  I915,  as  amended  June  U,  193^;  Postal  Laws 
and  Regulations  19^0,  sec.  59^) 

Establishment  of  Terminal  InsDection. — ^Any  State  desiring  to  operate  under 
the  provisions  of  the  terminal  inspection  law  so  as  to  regulate  the  move- 
ment of  mall  shipments  of  plants  and  plant  products  into  (or  within)  the 
State  may,  after  having  provided  therefor  at  State  expense  and  having 
designated  one  or  more  places  where  inspection  will  be  maintained,  arrange 
to  have  such  mail  shipments  turned  over  to  State  plant  quarantine  inspec- 
tors for  examination  at  designated  inspection  points.    Application  will  be 
made  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  by  submitting  a  list  of  plants  and 
plant  products  and  the  plant  pests  transmitted  thereby,  v;hich  are  to  be 
exam.ined.     The  list,  vrhen  approved  in  whole  or  in  part,  will  be  transnit- 
ted  to  the  Postmaster  G-eneral  whereupon  postmasters  will  be  informed  and 
instructed. 

Anyone  mailing  a  p-^rcel  containing  any  plants  or  plant  products  ad- 
dressed to  any  place  within  6.  State  maintaining  terminal  inspection  thereof 
is  required,  under  the  law,   to  have  the  parcel  plainly  narked  on  the  out- 
side to  show  the  nature  of  the  contents.    Materials  shipped  under  Federal 
quarantine  certificates  issued  by  the  Bureau  of  entomology  and  Plant 
Qp.arantine  may  be  exempted  from  terminal  inspection  at  the  option  of  the 
receiving  State, 


Under  the  provisions  of  the  1936  amendment  to  the  law,  any  State  may- 
arrange  through  Federal  channels,  after  approval  "by  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  as  indicated  ahove,  to  regulate  or  prohibit  the  movement  into 
(or  within)  the  State  of  mail  shipments  of  designated  plants  and  plant 
products  the  movement  of  ^vhich  would  confetitut©  a  violation  of  State 
plant  quarantine  laws  or  regulations. 

Terminal  Inspection  ProcediSpe, — Upon  arrival  in  any  State  maintaining- 
terminal  inspection,  plants  or  plant  products  named  on  the  approved  list 
will  "be  forwarded  "by  the  postmaster  at  destination  to  the  nearest  in- 
spection point.     If  the  plants  or  plant  products  are  found,  upon  inspec- 
tion, to  "be  free  from  injurious  pests  and  not  in  violation  of  any  j)lant 
quarantine  or  regulation  of  the  State  of  destination  or  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,  or  if  disinfested  when  they  rre  found  infr.srted, 
such  plants  or  plant  products  will  then  be  forwarded  by  the  postmaster  at 
the  point  of  inspection  to  the  addressee  upon  payment  of  postage. 

If  plants  or  plant  products,  upon  inspection,  are  found  to  "be  infes- 
ted with  injurious  pests  rnd  cannot  be  satisfactorily  disinfested,  or  a,re 
in  violation  of  any  plant  quarantine  or  regulation  of  the  State  of  desti- 
nation or  the  United  States  Department  of  A;:^riculture,  the  postmaster 
upon  notification  by  the  State  inspector  will  inform  the  sender  that  the 
parcel  will  be  returned  to  him  upon  his  request  and  at  his  expense.  In 
default  of  such  request  the  parcel  will  be  turned  over  to  the  State 
authorities  for  destruction.  ' 

Tonninal  inspection  of  plants  and  plrnt  products  is  now  maintained 
by  Arizona,  Arkansas,  California,  District  of  Columbia,  Florida,  Hawaii, 
Idaho,  Minnesota,  Mississippi,  Hontana,  Oregon,  Puerto  Hico,  Utah,  and 
Washington.    Plant  and  pirnt  products  subject  to  terminal  inspection  and 
places  where  terminal-inspection  service  is  m.aintained  are  listed  at  the 
end  of  the  sumjn^ry  of  the  general  nursery-stock  shipping  requirements  for 
each  of  the  above-mentioned  States,  District,  and  Territories. 

Procedure  for  Paying  Forwarding  Postnge. — Methods  of  paying  forwarding 
postage  are  provided  to  expedite  the  handling  of  parce^ls  subject  to  ter- 
minal inspection,  as  follows:     (1)     The  addressee  may  have  the  parcels 
addressed  to  himself  in  care  of  the  State  inspector  at  a  desi:;n?ted 
terminal-inspection  point  in  the  State  of  destination  and  provide  the  in- 
spector with  postage  for  forwarding  the  inspected  plants;  or  (2)  the  ad- 
dressee may  arrange  with  the  sender  to  place  on  the  parcels  a  pledge 
reading, "Forwarding  postage  guaranteed,"  whereupon  the  additional  postage 
for  forwarding  will  be  collected  from  the  addressee.
